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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 16 December 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant argues that since Rofftnan's random number generator (28) generates the 
outcomes for all of the machines, there is no need to pass outcomes from one machine to 
another. Examiner disagrees. 

3. While random number generator (28) provides a random number to each of the gaming 
machines (14), the actual outcome is dependent on events outside the control of the RNG (28). 
For instance, the RNG (28) might cause the reels of a three reel slot machine to stop with the 
symbols "cherry, orange, lemon" along the center payline. This is not necessarily the "outcome" 
because it does not take into account the fact that the player might have wagered on other 
paylines. Thus, if the symbols "orange, orange, orange" line up along one of the diagonals, the 
"outcome" would depend on whether or not the player had wagered on that payline. This is not 
controlled by the RNG (28) or any other component of controller (12). Thus the only way for 
the first machine's (14) outcomes to be reflected on a second gaming machine (14) is for the first 
gaming machine to transmit them through the interface circuitry (22) to the second gaming 
machine (and vice versa). 

4. With respect to the rejections under 35 USC §103, Applicant argues that the secondary 
references do not cure the alleged defects of Roffman. As pointed out above, Roffman does not 
contain these alleged defects.
